Dirt  and  Hair. 

The  relation  of  the  diet  to  the  hair 
ha*  been  tested  by  good  authority.  A 
diet  consisting  of  beef,  starchy  materi¬ 
als  and  milk  causes  atrophy  of  tbe  roots 
aud  falling  of  tbe  bair.  Probably  no  ar¬ 
ticle  of  dtet  nourishes  the  hair  so  well 
as  oat*.

The  poorest  diet  for  the  hair  is  milk. 
It  is  claimed- that  tbe  loss  of  hair  as 
the  result  of  fever  ia  largely  due  to  tbe 
habit  of  feeding  the  patieot  almost  ex¬ 
clusively  on  milk  diet,  and  it  will  be 
interesting  to  note  the  cases  where  those 
having  fine  heads  of  hair  are  known  to 
live  principally  upon  vegetable  and 
grain  foods.
